In mineral and thermal waters Bulgaria is 
one of the richest countries in Europe. The 
thermal waters vary In temperature from 19°C, 
the mineral spring at Breznik, to 86°C, the 
thermal spring at Separevo. The most 
important mineral spring is that of Merichleri 
where the chemical properties are almost 
identical with those of Carlsbad. There are 
also many radium springs such^ as " Momma 
Banya" which contains 570'IOmicrocuries ; the 
gas in this water has 5 ,91 9" 10 microcurics. In 
all there are 10 different kinds of waters, 
namely, springs containing thermal, radium, salt, 
alkaline, sulphate, sulphur, iron, arsenic, sour, 
and bromine and iodii

II. INSURANCE DEPARTMENT, 

(Agricultural Co-operative Insurance.) 
1. Insurance against Hail. 

This kind of insurance was introduced by law in 1911 ; the insurance is optional. 
Original Capital and Reserves - 12,000.000 leva. 
From 191 1 to 1924 inclusive* 303,916 landowners have insured their crops for a total sum of 
1,000*000,000 leva ; during the same period 58,347 landowners received an indemnity of 
48,0B5,166 leva for losses incurred through hail. 

2* Insurance of Cattle. 

Introduced by law in 1912 ; this insurance is optional. 

Original Capital and Reserves - 2,404,690 leva. 
From 1912 to 1924, 300 associations for the insurance of cattle were formed. At present 
there are 46,504 head of cattle insured for an amount of 17,336,700 leva. Indemnity paid up$o 
date amounts to 2,125,000 leva.

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^j^^ HERE are five modern factories with a 
potential yearly output of 50,000 tons of 
refined sugar. 

The principal factories are : — 

Factory and Refinery at Rustchuck : 10,000,000 gold francs 

of fully paid up Belgian capital. 

Czechoslovakian-Bulgarian Coy. at Gorna-Orehovitza: 9,000,000 

gold francs of fully paid up Czechoslovakian capital. 

Sugar Company at Philippopolis : 6,000,000 gold francs of 

fully paid up French capital. 

Joint Stock Coy. at Kayali (near Bourgas) : 5,000,000 gold 

francs of fully paid up French capital. 

The total output for 1924-1925 is sufficient to meet 
the annual Bulgarian demand, which amounts to 2,200- 
2,400 metric tons, while there is a surplus for export 
of 2,000 tons. 

50,000 farmers are engaged in the cultivation of 
beetroot and 10,000 workers are employed in the 
production of sugar.
